HOSPITAL SERVICE 
EXPANDED 20 PER 
CENT DURING YEAR 


Reporting major increases in 
nearly all phases of San Antonio 
Community hospital services, the 
1942 annual report was submit- 
ted at the annual meeting of the 
hospital association Wednesday 
night. 

All services, analyzed as a 
whole, increased 20 per cent in 
1942 over 1941, Dr. A. A. Aita, re- 
elected secretary and administrat- 
or, said in his concise summary of 
activities. Incidentally, the 1942 
Services were 286 per cent great- 
er than during 1931. 

OFFICERS ELECTED 

In addition to the filing of Dr. 
Aita’s report, a feature of the 
meeting was the election of of- 
ficers. Charles V. Barr, presi- 
dent, was re-elected for the fifth 
time. Charles Latimer is vice- 
president, with Earl W. Paul be- 
ing re-elected treasurer. 

Among other features of Dr. 
Aita’s 1942 report are the fol- 
lowing: 

“There was a total of 297 acci- 
dent victims treated, a decrease 
of 64 from 1941. 

“Number of patient days, 15,- 
492, an increase of 2,243 over 
1941, 

“Number of laboratory exam- 
inations, 37,990, an increase of 
6,730. 

“Almost 1,100 blood donors 
were typed to be used in case of 
major disaster. 

383 BABIES BORN 

“Number of babies born, 383, 
an increase of more than 100. 

“Number of meals served, 84,- 
642, an increase of 14,886. 

“Pay roll for the year totaled 
$84,420.17, an increase of $12,- 
211.24 over the previous year. 

“New equipment and improve- 
ments for the years 1931 to 1942 
were valued at $65,700. 

“Amount of charity and free 
work done in year, $12,030.84.”

Harsh Picture Given 
University Women 
By Speaker 





Hitler’s plan for spreading Ger- 
man “kulture” throughout the 
countries he has overrun and 
wrecked was explained in verbal 
pictures drawn in harsh stories 
when Madame Marcel Barzin, 
noted Belgian newspaper corre- 
spondent and magazine writer, 
spoke at the recent luncheon 
meeting of the Pomona Valley 
branch of the American Associa- 
tion of University Women. 

The meeting was held in Clare- 
mont inn with the president, Mrs. 
Ralph E. Berry of Ontario, pre- 
siding, and was attended by a 
large number of West End mem- 
bers, including several from Up- 
land. 

In Poland, Madame Barzin re- 
lated, all universities and colleges 
were closed—occupied by German 
soldiers—and all professors were 
sent to concentration camps to 
die of starvation. Grade schools 
are being operated, she said, when 
convenient, with three elementary 
subjects being taught — in the 
German language. 

In Czechoslovakia, where the 
populace rebelled from time to 
time against the German persecu- 
tion and cruelties, all schools were 
closed and only those who will 
study engineering or medicine for 
the benefit of the German armies 
are permitted to receive any edu- 
cation. 

Madame Barzin termed the 
boys and girls now maturing in 
devastated Europe, the “lost gen- 
eration”, and she warned that the 
civilized nations should be prepar- 
ed to cope with the unlettered, 
embittered, fear-embued 
tion that will reach its 
status within a few years.

“DEFENDED” WITH

“Remain alert’. 

That appeal, given as a warn- 
ing, was strongly emphasized by 
the military leaders who were in 
Upland Tuesday afternoon and 
evening to observe the Upland 
civilian defense organization in 
action.

POLICE HEAR OF 
WAR PROPAGANDA 


Ben Berry, who has made an 
intensive study of the German 
propaganda methods, warned 
against the attitude in California 
that Germany is too far away to 
spread propaganda here. 

He was the principal speaker 
at last night’s F. B. I. conference 
in the Elementary school audi- 
torium. Nearly 200 police offic- 
ers from Los Angeles and San 
Bernardino counties were in at- 
tendance, with Police Chief E. L. 
Muller acting as host. 

Besides Mm Berry, the speak- 
ers were Richard G. Hood, chief 
of the F. B. I. in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and Col. Ben Tolman, new 
commander of the Ontario army 
air field. 

The German method of propa- 
ganda follows a well planned line 
of attack and can be recognized 
when studied, according to Mr. 
Berry. The six points of attack 
upon American thinking are 
through race hatred, undermining 
of confidence in Allied leaders, 
demoralizing of Allied forces, de- 
crying “Big Business’, spreading 
an attitude of defeatism, and ad- 
vocating isolationism. 

“Tf a person is guilty of fol- 
lowing one or two of the German 
methods of spreading propaganda, 
he is probably a loyal American, 
but if he follows more than two 
of these methods he should be in- 
vestigated by the police,” declar- 
ed Mr. Berry.
